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This is a decision on the Petition For Withdrawal Of Abandonment received in the Patent and 
Trademark Office (PTO) on March 13, 2001 in the above-identified application. The application 
file was received in the deciding officials office — Office of Patent Publication — on April 16, 
2002 from Technology Center 1615. 

The petition is DISMISSED. 

Any request for reconsideration of this decision must be submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS 
from the mail date of this decision. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1.136(a) are permitted. 
The reconsideration request should include a cover letter entitled "Renewed Petition for 
Withdrawal of Holding of Abandonment." 

Applicant petitions that the abandonment set forth in the notice mailed by the Office on January 
4, 2001 be withdrawn. Petitioner has provided a copy of the complete response (Request for 
CPA) and a postcard, which acknowledges receipt of the CPA, Information Disclosure 
Statement, and the USPTO Form 1449 on May 15, 2000, as evidenced by the Office Date Stamp 
thereon. 

A review of the file reveals that the Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) under 37 CFR 
1.53(d), and the Information Disclosure Statement are present in the application file. The filing 
of the CPA is a request to expressly abandon the application. The CPA was processed and, as a 
result thereof, the Office acknowledged the Express Abandonment of the prior application. The 
Notice of Allowance mailed February 15, 2000 was withdrawn, however, the application was 
newly allowed on August 15, 2000. 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely pay the issue fee as required in the new 
Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due, mailed August 15, 2000. The Notice set a three (3) 
month statutory period for reply. 
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Since, the Office has no record of a response to the Notice, the abandonment cannot be 
withdrawn at this time. 

Although this petition for withdrawal of the holding of abandonment is being dismissed, 
further petition remedies are available for bringing about the withdrawal of the holding of 
abandonment. 



The petitioner should consider petitioning the Commissioner as follows: 

■ Under 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(a), a petition for the revival of an unavoidably abandoned 
application must include the following: 



(1) The reply required to the outstanding Office action or notice, unless previously filed; 

(2) The petition fee set forth in § 1.17(1); 

(3) A showing to the satisfaction of the Commissioner that the entire 
delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until 

the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to this paragraph was unavoidable: 
and 

(4) Any terminal disclaimer (and fee as set forth in § 1 .20(d) required 
pursuant to paragraph (d) of this section. 



or 



■ Under 37 CFR LI 37(b), a petition for the revival of an unintentionally abandoned 
application must be: 

(1) The reply required to the outstanding Office action or notice, unless previously filed; 

(2) Accompanied by the petition fee as set forth in § 1 .17(m); 

(3) A statement that the entire delay in filing the required from the due 
date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to this 
paragraph was unintentional. The Commissioner may require additional 
information where there is a question whether the delay was unintentional; 

(4) Any terminal disclaimer (and fee as set forth in § 1. 20(d) required 
pursuant to paragraph (d) of this section.
